The Briars was protected | 
by a large private levee running all: 
around the skies, and as a protection from 
the rear a levee was built through the 
place, protecting the old ante-bellum res- 
idence, the quarter houses, gin, stables 
and barns. 

This back levee broke this morning. 
anda messenger was dispatched to Natch- 
ez for the steamer Joseph to go down 
for the stock, some one hundred head 
having been on the place. There are

CONSOLS FALL 
STILL LOWER 


British Bonds May Have To 
Strengthen Re- 


London, March 2%.—The chief feature of 
the transactions on the stock exchange 
today was the cotninued selling of con- 
Sols, which showed a further sharp fall. 
During the morning consols fell to 90 
and even a shade below that figure. There 
was practically no home support, but the 
continent kept buying small lots. 

The possibility of consols being in the 
eighties, has created consternation, not 
only among speculators and investors, 
but in the great banking interests, who 
for years have written down their consol 
holdings at 90, though the market price 
Was considerably above par, 9 being oon- 
sidered the jowest possible price the se- 
curity was likely to go to. 

Should consols go down to and remain 
below 90 every British bank will «be 
obliged to reorganize its reserve and get 
out new balances upon a fresh basis. 
Such a serious contingency, however, is 
scarcely believed possible. 

There was some slight American buy- 
ing today in the belief that rock bottom 
had been reached. One purchase of $76,000 
for an Anglo-American firm caused a 
temporary rise of 1-8, which, however, 
Was soon obliterated by investors sell- 
Ing.

Mr. Burdick and Mr. Rice were per- 
sonal friends. he former's last visit 
here was on January 27, when he called 
on Mr. Rice. He appeared troubled, and 
he took the first opportunity to undosom 
himself to Mr. Rice. 

“He said Pennell and his wife went 
to Buffalo and were taken into society,” 
said Mr. Rice, “and that the acquaint- 
ance of his wife and himself with the 
Pennells soon ripened into friendship, and 
the Pennells had the freedom of the 
Burdick home. 

“He said Pennell was a brilliant chap 
socially and that he admired him and 
knew his wife admired him also. He said 
Pennell and Mrs. Burdick seemed to 
enjoy each other's company particular- 
ly, but that he had no suspicions at 
first, :

Rice said Burdick had no bad habits that 
he knew of and that he always con- 
sidered him an estimable man, 
Did the Penneils Seek Death? 

Buffalo, N. Y., March %.—Since the 
name of Arthur R. Pennell became so 
prominent in the Burdick inquest, the 
authorities have been accumulating evi- 
dence bearing on the death of Pennell 
and his wife resulting from the plunge 
of their automobile from Kensington ave- 
nue into Gehre’s quarry. It is likely 
that an inquest Into the death of the 
Penneils will follow the Burdick inquest. 

In tracing the movements of the Pen- 
nells on the evening of their trip the 
police have learned much, 

During the hour and ten minutes of 
that drive four interesting incidents that 
seem to be well substantiated took place. 
A fifth incident. the alleged act of Mrs. 
Pennell in emptying a small flask of 
whisky and throwing the bottle away 
seems to have the shadoW of a doubt 
cast upon it, although Jacob Geiger, a 
laborer, who says he witnessed tae inci- 
positively avers it is so. 

The first incident is the riding of the 
automobile up and down in front of 
Frank Geiger’s farm house, at the cor- 
ner of Bailey and Kensington avenues, 
slower than a person would walk, and 
in a pouring rain, 
hour. . 

Both Drank Whisky. 

The second incident was the stop at 

George Volk's saloon, on Kensington

avenue, where Volk says Pennell bought | 


a glass of whisky and took another glass 


of the same liquor out to his wife. Volk 


mother lives next door to the Penell 
home on Cleveland avenue, and she js 
therefore well acquainted with Pennell. 

The third incident was a repetition of 
the Bailey avenue loitering and maneu- 
vering at the corner of Kensington ave- 
nue and Grieder street for five or ten 
minutes at the same snaillike pace, and 
in the same drenching rain. 

The fourth incident, the last feature 
of the drive aside from the tragedy it- 
self, is the strangest. if not the most 
significant of all. This is the incident of 
the Pennelis letting down the canopy 
or top of the machine, so that they were 
exposed to the heavy downpour of ratn.

Fruit Growers of the State Meet 
at Macon, 


Every Section of the State Repre- 
sented—Matters of Interest to 
Growers Discussed Yester- 
day—Condition of Fruit 
in the State. 


By E. C. Bruffey. 

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., March 25 —(Special.)—Geor- 
eja’s fruit crop this year will be equal to 
all demands made upon it, so the mem- 
bers of the Fruit Growers’ Association, 
gathered here today, are inclined to think. 

The association held two sessions and 
during the day the conditions of orchards 
throughout the state were fully and free- 
ly discussed. Reports of committees were 
submitted and censiderable work of in- 
terest @ the treemei was accomplished, 

The first session was called to order in 
the morning by Hon. Dudley M. Hughes, 


chairman of the state board of entomol- | 


ogy, and incidentally a member of the 
Fruit Growers’ Association. Hon. O. B. 
Stevens. commissioner of agriculture, was 
present during both sessions and Was a 
leading factor In the proceedings. State 
Entomologist Scott did not arrive until 
noon, but during the afternoon meeting 
he was practically the central point of 
interest. 
Large Attendance. 

There were nearly a hundred fruit 
growers in attendance, every section of 
the state being represented. Over one 
million trees were owned by those in at- 
tendance and the reports from the various 
sections indicate the conditions of the or- 
chards in those districts. At the morn- 
ing session a committee on transportation, 


' ereated at a previous meeting, submitted 


a report touching the maiters delegated 
to it. When created, the transportation 
committee was directed to confer with 
representatives of railroads with a view 
of reducing the weight given cars. Under 
the system now in vogue 20,000 pounds 
constitute a car load. This is the opinion 
of the shippers of fruit, too much, as the 
amount of ice allotted to a car is not 
sufficient to preserve the contents. The 
fruit men think 16,000 pounds would be 
sufficient and that the ice supplied would 
preserve that shipment. 

The committee declared that so far it 
had been unable to secure the concessions 
requested and further ilfe was granted 
take the matter 
transportation companies 
later and will, in all probability, obtain 
what is wanted. The committee to which 
was referred a listing of commission 
houses submitted its report, which was 
adopted. The commission houses selected 
are located in New York, Philadeiphia, 
Boston.

Bullion Wanted To Coin Into Pesos 
for Filipinos. 

Washington, March 25.—The treasury- 
department gave notice today that on 
Mondays and Thursdays until further no- 
ice offers would be received at the bu- 


ernment of silver bullion to be used in 
coining pesos under the Philippine coin- 
age act approved March 2, 1908. No offers 
of less than 5.000 ounces will be enter- 
tained.
